The  board  of  fire  engineers  for  the  year  1873-4  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report  . 

The  fire  department  and  fire  apparatus  remains  as  last  year 
with  some  slight  additions  to  apparatus.  There  have  been  re- 
paired and  fitted  for  use  about  450  feet  of  old  leather  hose  that 
may  be  of  service  where  there  is  not  too  much  pressure. 

Reservoirs. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  reservoir  near  Republican 
bridge,  by  laying  a  new  wall  on  the  inside,  twelve  inches  thick, 
at  the  bottom,  and  ten  feet  high,  for  the  purpose  of  making  it 
hold  water,  with  what  success  time  will  determine.  The  town 
should  at  once  furnish  a  supply  of  water  for  this  reservoir,  which 
will  make  it  all  that  can  be  rea  sonably  expected. 

The  reservoir  near  the  depot  has  been  cut  down  at  the  top, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  it  easy  to  get  at,  in  case  of  fire. 

During  the  3- ear  there  has  been  somethiog  done  in  the  east 
village  in  regai'd  to  furnishing  water  for  fire  purposes.  At  the 
annual  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $1200    was   made   for  this 
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purpose,  to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  selectmen  who, 
after  consultation  with  the  board  of  engineers,  decided  to  bring 
water  from  the  hill  near  John  Collins's  house.  It  was  feared  in 
the  outset  the  appropriation  was  much  too  small,  which  suspi- 
cion  proved  correct. 

A  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  a  well  put  in  16  feet  in  diam- 
eter, a  roof  put  over  it,  a  lead  pipe  one  inch  in  diameter  also 
laid  to  a  wooden  reservoir  near  the  house  of  Samuel  Heath. 
An  iron  pipe  has  been  put  into  this  reservoir,  running  down  the 
hill,  near  to  Mr.  Easterbrook's  about  300  feet,  which  brings  it 
down,  so  that  it  can  be  taken  into  an  engine  at  that  place. 

Although  this  may  not  be  the  best  plan  that  could  be  devised, 
still  the  limited  appropriation  may  be  considered  the  select^ 
men's  justification,  and  by  a  proper  extension  may  be  made  to 
answer  the  purpose  well.  The  towa  has,  at  any  rate,  a  sup^ 
ply  of  water  which  may  be  carried  where,  and  in  what  manner 
they  may  choose. 

Fires  and  Alarms. 
There  has  been  for  the  year  but  one  alarm  of  fire,  and  in  that 
case  the  fire  was  put  out  without  assistance  from  the  engines.
